The Apoftle tells us, Heb. 9. 10. of divers Wafhings, or different Baptifmes, 
yet all be there called Baprifmes,teenouss. If there be divers and different forts 
of Baptifmes, why doe you reltraine the word to one fort , and that of Dipping? 
The Apoltle tells us, fpeaking of Baprifme, 5.26.that Chrit cleanfeth his 
- Charch with the wafhing of Water by the Word ; fo that Baptifme is here called 
by the gefierall name of wafhing, which is done other wayes as well as by Dip- 
ping, by any application of water to the thing, or the thing to water. The Au- 
thor of Ecle fia/ficus,who was queftionleffe well acquainted with the Ceremonies 
of che Hebrewes and the languageof the Greeks,calleth the fprinkling of the wa- 
of Purification upon him that touched the dead, Baptifmes 
from the dead, Ecclus. 34. 25. as Cafanbon well obferves. Yet we know that 
thofé Baptifmes were by Gods f{peciall appointment, but {prinklings, Niwas. 19. 
18.20, The like manner of Purification had the Heathen, both Greeks and Latins: 
So that the word doth not not fignifie Dipping onely, but any Watbing , by powe. 
ring on,or fprinklng of water.JNeither can it be proved by Scripture,thateverthe _ 
Sacrament of Bapti/me was adminiltred by Dipping ; no one word feemeth to

Supper , and in aupper Chamber ; yet none will fay we are bound to follow his 
example inthefe particulars, becaufe there is no Precept forthem. Thus fuppo- 
fing that Mr Cornewell hath laid a good foundation ia his potitions, yet it appeares 
by his Hay and Stubble, that he bath built upon it that he hath forgotten the Apo- 
ithes Counfell, 1 Cor.

themielves Beleevers in Jcfus Chrilt are Heretickes : that will appeare too true; 
there are more Articles of the Chriftian faith than onc or two to be beleeved, to 
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| approve of M.Cormwels profeffion 7 his faith in Chrift, as farre as he goeth 
without making mif-application of it, in much reltrajning the fubject of Bap- 
tifine’one way (of which hereafter) and too much enlarging it another way ; 
‘that voice of the Gofpell, 4cts238. Be baptized in the name of Jefus:belongeth as 
a Precept only to thofe which have not as yet been baptized, but if Mr Corre. thall | 
extend it, to thofethathave been already baptized, then there ‘will be no’ end of 
re-re-rebaprizing,but fo oft as they heare this voice, Be baprized,they muftbe bap - 
— tized again, till they turne Hemero-bdaptilts : Therefore it cannot be(as he preten- 
deth) the love of Chriit, but the ignorance of the will of Chrift,and a blinde zeale, 
which coni{ttained him to'anfe and be baptized, after he had been before baptized. 
When the //raedtes murmured at their Manna, and called it light bread, the 
Lord fent fierie ferpents among them,which {tung many of them,even untodeath, 
Nam.21. 5,6. Thefe things were types of us,1 Cor.t0.6. When many therefore 
among{t us were not content with the ordinary food of their foules,the Word fin- 
cerely preached, found Doétrine, 2 77m.4-3. unleffe after their luits, they might
